It  is  said  that  diplomatic  action  will  lie  taken  in 
the  matter,  hut  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  this  will  he 
unnecessary  for  the  aalhoriiies  must  punish  thii 
scandalous  and  inhuman  crime,  which  otherwise, 
from  l>eiug  nn  individual  offense  on  the  part  o(  a 
bruinl  officer  of  the  law,  would  become  a  ralionnl 
disjjrace. 

ANTOFAGASTA  RAILWAY. 

The  fnllowing  i<  (rom  k  consular  report  issued 
by  the  Foreign  Office  on  Bolivia:— 

The  trade  routei  to  Bolivia  from  the  sea  coast  of 
the  Pacific  are  from  Antofagasta  to  Oruro,  a  dis. 
innce  of  600  mites  by  means  of  the  Antolagasta 
railwity  ;  by  means  of  Mollendoto  Arequipa,  Puna 
and  Lake  I'iticaca  to  La  Fa:,  by  rail,  steamer  and 
coach,  a  total  distance  of  380  miles  ;  and  by  Arica 
to  Tacna  by  rail,  thence  by  mules  lo  La  Paz,  a 
journey  of  47  miles  by  railway  and  245  miles  on 
mule  back.  Of  the  three  routes  Antofagasta  is 
the  most  convenir^nt,  Iwth  ns  regards  shipping 
facilities  and  direct  communication  to  a  central 
point  in  Bolivia,  when  compared  to  MoIlendCt 
Anca  is  gradually  losing  all  Bolivian  trade,  lite 
cost  of  transport  by  that  route  being  in  excess  of 
tlieoiher  two.  From  the  Atlantic  side  there  are 
ulso  three  routes,  namely,  by  the  Argentine  rail- 
ways, ihe  PnianA  river  and  the  Amazon  to  Par.1. 
The  cost  of  transport  by  way  o(  tlie  Argentine  re- 
public precludes  the  idea  that  this  route  can  ever 
iiecome  important,  while  the  PatanA  roule  needs 
laitway  communication  Iwfore  it  can  be  made 
available  as  an  outlet.  It,  therefore,  comes  lo 
this— that  the  bulk  ol  the  expoit  and  import  trade 
of  the  reiniblic  must  be  carried  over  the  Anlofa- 
gasla  railway.  The  mineral  wealth  ol  Bolivia  is 
very  greai,  and  only  needs  development.  Silver 
is  tlie  most  important ;  the  amount  lo  be  shipped 
this  year  is  estimated  at  15,000,000  ounces,  whilst 
tlie  total  ontpnt  of  the  mines  will  be  alwul  32,000, • 
000  ounces.  Of  the  toial  production  10,000,000 
ounces  will  be  contributed  by  the  Huanchaca 
Mining  Company.  This  company  appears  to  have 
an  unlimited  supply  of  ore;  the  silver  now  in  sight 
is  sufficient  to  last,  at  the  piesent  rate  of  work,  for 
over  five  years.  The  cost  of  production  does  not 
exceed  I5d.  per  ounce,  ihe  wage-rate  not  having 
risen  since  the  heavy  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
silver.  Many  rich  mines  in  olher  districts  have 
been  prevented  from  working  owing  to  the  cost  of 
carriage,  but  the  opening  ol  the  Antofagasia  rail- 
way to  Oiuro  i.'*,  lo  a  great  extent,  removing  ihese 
obstacles,  and  a  large  output  is  expected.  Next 
ill  imi>ottaiice  to  silver  comes  the  lin  industry,  and 
here,  also,  increased  supplies  may  lie  looked  for 
by  the  impioved  transpoit  to  Antofagasia.  The 
excessive  frei^-lits,  ranging  from  ^12  to  ^^24  per 
Ion,  to  and  Irom  ihe  Pacific  coast  have  retarded  the 
industry,  but  llie  cost  of  production  is  gruatly 
teduced  by  the  fall  in  ihe  value  of  silver,  thai  being 
the  wage.pfl\ing  medium  in  Bolivia.  The  export 
of  theiiieial  scniccly  exceeds 4,000  ions  per  annum. 


CHILIAN  FINANCES. 

The  Chilian  Congress  was  formally  opened  on 
June  1st  by  Preshleni  Montt,  the  representatives 
meeting  for  that  purpose  in  the  Santiago  univeniitv. 
In  his  review  of  public  affairs  President  Montt 
[jave  the  following  resum^  ot  ihe  financial  siiuation 
in  Chili,  tlie  translation  o(  which  we  extract  from 
the  Western  Courier : 

lu  order  that  C<ingiess  and  t)ie  country  may  lorm 
a  clear  idea  ol  the  condition  of  ilie  naiioiial  finances, 
the  statements  j;iven  in  cnnneclinn  wiih  the  revenue 
and  expendiiure  aie  calculaied  in  dollars  of  iS 
pence. 

The  ordinary  levenue  in  1894  amounted  to 
$^3'436,Ooo,  or  an  excess  of  $9,993,000  over  1893. 
Tliere  was  in  1S94  an  ilem  ofexlr.iurdinaiy  revenue 
amnunling  to  $4,554,000,  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  nitrate  pioi>ertie8.  which  went  to  augmenl 
Ihe  conveision  fund. 

The  expendiiuie  in  1S94  amounted  to  $78,482,- 
000.  To  form  a  correct  statement  of  revenue  for 
1S94,  there  must  be  added  lo  the  actual  revenue  of 
liiat  year,  the  surplus,  amouiuinq  m  $10,606,000 
of  1893,  and  this  i>ives  a  total  of  $94,042,000. 

From  this  sum  there  in  to  be  deducted,  firstly, 
the  1  onion  of  customs  duties  amoniiling  to 
$4,952,000;  and  secondly,  the  expendiiure, 
amounting  to  $78,482,000,  and  Ibis  leaves  a  sur- 
plus  i.f  $10,608,000  for  1895,  exclusive,  of  course, 
of  the  sum  just  nieniioned  as  being  applied  to  the 
conversion  fund. 

The  oidiiLiry  revenue  for  1895  is  estimated  at 
577.354.000.  which  added  to  the  surplus  just 
meiui.med  gives  a  total  of  $87,962,000.  From 
this  sum  there  is  to  be  deducted  ihe  portion  of 
dulies,  estimated  at  $2,333,000,  to  be  applied  to 
the  conversion  fund,  and  the  estimated  ordinary 
expendituie  amounting  to  $78,583,000,  thus  leav- 
ing  a  Ruridns  of  $7,046,000  for  1^96. 

The  ordinary  levenue  in  1896  is  estimated  at 
$80,500,000,  wliicli  added  to  the  surplus  fonn  180; 
will  give  a  total  of  $87,647,000. 

The  estimated  expenditure  lor  1 896  is  $74, 104,- 
000,  or  $4,479,000  less  than  in  the  current  vear, 
wjiich  gives  a  surplus  of  $13,442,000  for  1897.'  In 
1893  the  value  of  the  imports  amounted  to 
$»8.235.874  of  18  pence;  and  the  value  of  the 
exports  to  $72,245,114.  In  1894  the  valne  of  the 
imports  was  $54,483,616,  and  of  (he  exports 
$73,040,410.  '^ 

The  production  of  nitrate  in  1893  amounted  to 
20.055,161  Spanish  quintals,  in  1S94  to  33,810,383 
qumials,  and  tlie  estimated  quanlily  for  the  current 
year  18.20,000,000.

— Aprop'.is  ol  ihe  seal  fisheriex,  we  hear  that  the 
call  i.'isucd  for  lenders  has  alre,^dy  pro<iuced  two  or 
three  np|ilications.  One  from  liuenos  Aires  offer- 
ing $15,000  the  year,  and  anollier  offering  If20,ooo. 
Tliese  are  already  sniricient  lo  show  ihe  rascality  of 
the  firmer  contract  which  lei  these  valuable  fisheiies 
out  nt  $7,000  Ihe  year,  lliglier  sums  will  probably 
yet  he  re;iclied,  as  ibe  coniracl  is  estimated  to  he 
well  worih  $30,000  to  $40,000.  The  absurdity  of 
(lie  mailer  i-s  iliai  the  executive  takes  no  iiolice  of 
the  liill  now  pnssin^  lliriuigh  llie  clianiber,-,  but 
continues  lo  pulilisli  its  call  lor  tenders,  altliout;li 
the  saiilbili  will  ci inside rahlymoiiify  llie  coiidilioiis. 
This  is  a  strange  way  of  doing  things. — MtmU-- 
video  Tiiiiif. 

— As  Mr,  D.  Kiugsland,  in  a  long  and  interest, 
ing  leller  to  the  Standard,  says,  lliere  is  no  doubt 
that  the  inspection  of  steamers  and  animals  before 
shipment  lias  been  introduced  by  the  governuTent 
will!  ihe  very  best  intentions,  viz.,  lo  facilitate  the 
trade.  But,  unfortunately,  through  the  inexperi- 
ence and  ignorance  of  the  inspectors,  the  new 
regulntions  and  laws  liny  are  making  and  enforc- 
ing ill  the  most  arbitrary  manner,  without  Ihe 
slightest  notice  or  respect  for  cither  shippers  or 
shipowners,  great  loss  and  inconirenience  is  being 
caused  to  all  parties  concerned  ;  if  continued  it 
will  complelely  stop  this  most  iinporlant  trade  and 
drive  the  former  to  a  country  where  more  respect 
and  eiiconrngement  is  given  lo  what  at  hc^C  is  a 
most  precarious  liusiness. — Sport  mid  Pastiiiii-, 
liueiiDS  Aires. 

—  II  it  is  so  absolulely  iiccessary  to'  give  ilie 
rapacious  brigands  and  pirates  iiiteresled  in  I'lores 
islaiul  their  hlackmail  on  every  vessel  and  passen- 
ger entering  this  port,  let  it  be  done  in  Ihe  form  o 
a  direct  poll-tax.  VVe  are  sure  that  shipping 
agents  and  passengers  and  merchants  would 
sooner  pay  a  lump  sum  if  by  so  doing  they  could 
have  their  movements  and  correspondence  unham- 
pered and  nndelayed  by  the  present  miserable 
pretexts  and  ineflicient  nrrangemenls.  Send  (he 
list  round,  "  For  Die  Flores  island  pirates,  so 
much  lor  the  ves.sel,  so  much  fur  each  passenger, 
so  much  for  Ihe  correspondence,"  and  then  when 
the  sum  was  collected,  let  (he  vessel  and  passen- 
gers nnd  mail  procee(l|without  the  present  irritaliiig 
and  senseless  delays.  This  would  be  quite  as  ho- 
nest n  way  ol  doing  things,  and  far  less  annoying 
and  prcjudicinl.  In  the  maKcr  of  mails  atone,  it 
would  be  quite  worth  $too  the  tiineto  have  them 
de  livcred  without  the  delays  recently  experienced.

—  Until  recently  it  has  been  the  opinion  of 
South  American  republics  that  revolutions  were 
entirely  their  own  business:,  with  which  no  for- 
eigner had  any  right  to  interfere.  This  devout 
imagination  is  not  directly  affected  hy  a  recent 
decision  of  United  Stales  commissioners  regarding 
a  veiy  old  Venezuelan  qnesiion,  which  dales  from 
as  far  li.-ick  as  1871,  but  llie  decision  will  all  the 
same  cause  revolutions  to  l)e  looker!  upon  as  sfnne- 
tiling  a  little  more  serious  Ihan  formerly.  Your 
South  American  citizen  was  under  the  plea'iing 
delusion  (hat  when  he  wished  to  exercise  his 
sacred  right  of  revoliitiuit)  he  need  not  mind  what 
weapons  he  employed,  nor  whose  property  suffered. 
Now  he  knows  that  if  he  injures  (he  property  of 
any  fnreigner,  or  of  any  foreign  body,  he  will  have 
lo  p.iy  for  the  damage  so  done.  Tlic  decision  is 
ubviouslya  justone.The  fiist  object  ofa  government 
ought  lo  be  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  not 
only  as  regards  Its  own  citizens,  but  as  regards  all 
with  whom  it  enters  into  relations  :  if  through  its 
weakness  wron^  is  done,  the  government  must 
answer  for  it.  Now  that  the  point  has  been  clearly 
decided,  after  a  lapse  of  many  years,  we  trust  that 
the  representives  of  every  foreign  power  (hrough- 
oul  [he  whole  South  American  continent  will  see 
it  to  be  their  duty  to  lake  np  a  firm  attitude,  and 
insist  that  the  rights  of  those  whom  they  are  there 
to  defend  shall  be  respected.  I'erhaps  we  should 
not  have  so  many  abortive  revolutions  in  this 
country,  and  perhaps  also  our  hopeless  (ederal 
.■.ystem  might  have  a  chance  ol  being  altered,  if  it 
were  quite  clearly  understood  that  revolutions  were 
very  expensive  luxuries,  and  that  Ihe  payments  of 
the  hills  could  in  no  wise  be  delayed  or  eluded;— 
Revicio,  Buenos  Aires.

-The  Times  os  Ihienos  Aires  says  thai  the 
tobacco  crop  in  the  province  of  Salla  is  estimated 
this  year  nl  about  30,000  nrrolias,  against  200,000 
nrrobas  last  year. 

-  Nothing  has  been  done  by  the  Argentine 
povernmcnl  with  rospect  lo  the  second  rcvolmion 
111  the  jirovince  of  Sauliago  de  Esiero.  If  the  first 
intervention  was  rif^hl,  then  steps  should  again  be 
taken  to  restore  llie  deposed  governor.  The  wishes 
of  {Jen.  Roca,  perliaps,  have  been  mode  known 
'nco  the  first  intervention. 

—According  to  tlie  report  of  the  niunicipnl  !>  )aril 
of  statistics,  the  populalion  ol  ISueiios  Aires  ou 
April  30th  was  608,928,  but  the  census  of  May  loth 
made  Ihe  number  lo  be  about  660,000,  The 
birlhs  in  1894  were  at  the  rate  of  44  per  1,000  of 
jtopnlation.  According  to  nationalities  11%  of  the 
Iiirlhs  are  of  Argentines  and  89%  of  loicigiiers. 
The  rate  of  mortality  is  22  per  1,000  per  nmnun,  a 
great  improvement  upon  the  state  of  things  ten 
years  ago.  The  tramways  carried  77  millions  ol 
passengers  in  422  carriages,  which  made  2,023,045 
journeys. 

— The  governor  of  the  province  of  lUienos  Aires 
has  presented  lo  the  legislature  the  budget  for 
1896,  The  estimated  revenue  is  $12,164,460,  being 
$1,408,432  more  than  this  year,  arising  partly 
from  the  liind  tax,  which  is  now  more  carefully 
assessed  and  therefore  more  productive.  Much 
still  remains  to  be  done  in  this  way,  for  there  is  no 
doubt  that  many  estates,  especially  the  large  ones, 
are  grossly  undervalued.  The  estimated  expendi- 
ture of  189G  is  also  greater,  by  $1,247,756,  ol 
which  $500,000  represents  reduction  of  deht  by 
withdrawal  of  obligalions  and  the  remainder  the 
additional  expenses  of  the  deparimenls  of  police 
and  education. 

—  Religious  loleralion  is  the  principle  upon 
which  (he  constitution  of  the  Argentine  republic  is 
ba.sed;  bnl  it  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  always 
borne  in  mind,  for  it  will  be  remembered  that  we  bad 
occasion  to  protest  against  a  display  ol  religious 
intolerance  in  the  ]>ruvince  of  Santa  Fe,  ol  all  pro- 
vinces llie  one  in  which  intolerance  is  most  harmful 
and  out  of  place.  Hr.  IJennejo's  delivernncc  on  the 
sohicct  plants  the  niatler  upon  firm  giound,  He  has 
declined  to  issne  any  direct  aulliorii'.ation  lo  a  dis- 
seining  minister  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  ofiice, 
oil  ihe  ground  thai  any  such  autliorii!ation  would 
be  superfluous  in  vIl'w  of  the  iilain  hiignage  of  the 
coustiliition.  All  that  a  dissenting  minister  re- 
quires to  do,  he  says,  is  to  tal;e  due  steps  to  have 
bis  personality  and  his  signature  recognised,  for 
the  purpose  of  autlicillicating  the  registers  under 
his  charge.  T1iis  cnnnot  but  be  retinrded  ns 
highly  salisfactory,  —  Rci'ic'v,  Ihienos  Aires. 

— Althoiigb  we  are  strong  Ojiponenls  of  govern- 
mental interferences  in  purely  commercial  matters, 
we  must  say  that  there  is  sirong  temptation  to 
check  speculation  when  ii  produces  such  virdent 
lluclualions  as  we  have  seen  in  llie  gold  ]ireiniiim 
during  Ihe  last  week  or  two.  No  cause  for  such 
fluctuation  can  possibly  be  found  or  even  invented, 
except  over-purchnse  and  consequent  rush  lo  sell 
gold,  and  ivc  hear  of  large  operators  who  .stand  tft 
lose  immense  sums  at  the  nexl  liquidaiion,  n  fact 
forwhich  we  cannot  express  ihe  smallest  sori'Ow, 
for  the  gaiiililer  deserves  no  j>iiy.  Meanivliile  tlie 
loss  and  inconvenieiice  to  the  country  is  enormous, 
and  we  are  alinid  thai  no  remedy  will  he  found 
unlilArgetiliiia  can  approach  the  goal  of  ciiiwet- 
sion,  which  at  presenl  seems  farlher  ofTlhan  ever. 
A  fixed  vnliie  f.>r  our  paper  currency,  however 
low,  would  be  the  turning  point  in  the  fortunes  of 
Ari;entiiia.— /iVi':Vw,  Uuciios  Aires,  June  8. 

—A  new  proof  has  recently  come  (o  liglit  of  the 
monstrosity  of  the  tobacco  duties  and  of  the  insti- 
galion  tliey  afiford'lo  conlrahand  and  fraud.  One 
of  the  measures  adopted  lo  jirotcct  the  duty  was 
nn  inspeciion  o(  Ihe  tobacco  plantations  on  ihe 
frontier  departments.  It  now  transpires,  from 
the  repoits  of  the  inspectors  in  Rivera  and  Cerro 
Largo,  ihat  ninny  of  the  protended  tobacco-planl- 
ers  have  hardly  any  plants  on  their  grounds  at  all, 
and  therefore  that  the  large  quantities  of  tobacco 
they  have  sent  to  the  cajiital  as  ol  their  own  giowlli 
(and  consequently  free  from  diilyj  were  in  reality 
smuggled,  A  fraud  of  this  descrijilion  can  only  be 
regarded  as  Ihe  direct  outcome  of  an  exaggerated 
lax,  and  in  such  an  instance  the  law  itself  pro- 
duces immorality  in  no  unimportant  scale.  The 
"  declarations  "  ot  ihe  planters  who  find  it  more 
profitable  to  smuggle  than  to  grow  tobacco  have 
I)een  annulled,  hut  this  is  not  the  proper  cure  (or 
the  evil.  We  may  add  that  the  inspectors  in 
T!icuereml)6  have  reported  nothing  wrong  there. 
This  inspection  and  all  the  difficulties  imposed  on 
genuine  planters  really  cost  more  than  would  be 
sacrificed  by  a  moderate  abatement  in  llie  duty — 
the  old  story  of  excessive  duties  and  the  costly 
machinery  necessary  lo  enforce  them,  that  we 
pointed  out  xftt^wxVj,— Montevideo  Times, 

—Many  were  the  forbodiiigs  and  melancholy 
anticipations  indulged  in  when  liaron  Ilirsch's 
scheme  was  first  lannclied  :  il  was  urged  that  the 
immigrants  were  in  almost  every  case  men  and 
women  unaccustomed  to  outdoor  work,  and  that 
they  would  sooner  or  later  go  to  swell  the  ranks  of 
the  unemployed  in  Ihe  congested  population  of  the 
capital.  The  argument  was  not  iviiliont  its  sliow 
of  jnstificalion  ;  and  it  seemed  as  i|  it  was  to  be 
verified  by  the  unanswerable  logic  ol  fads.  But 
the  jiromoters  of  the  scheme  did  not  lose  heart: 
the  expeiiinent  was  a  brave  one,  and  it  was  carried 
out  in  a  spirit  worthy  of  its  inception,  with  the 
result  that  it  is  now  generally  admitted  that  the 
Jewish  colonics  have  justified  their  existence,  and 
thai  they  will  ere  long  form  a  not  unimportant 
factor  in  the  general  progress  of  the  country.  The 
news  brought  us  by  cable  this  week  is  even  more 
encouraging ;  (or  we  learn  that  600  more  emigrants, 
natives  of  Bessarabia,  and  practical  agriculturists, 
have  just  embarked  m  Odessa.  At  the  worst,  the 
Jewisli  immigrants  were  not  inferior  to  the  remark- 
ably low  type  of  immigrant  encouraged  by' the 
insane  policy  ol  the  boom ;  and  the  care  which  was 
subsequently  takeh  in  arranging  for  their  adrainis- 
tialion  and  progress  speedily  showed  its  results. 
On  the  whole,  the  experiment  is  one  o(  the  most 
ho])efuI  ones  ol  our  age.  Baron  Hirsch,  it  has 
been  said,  is  never  a  philanlhropist  for  nothing; 
whether  this  be  so  or  not,  we  think  no  one  who 
has  watched  the  Jewish  colonies  will  grudge  him 
Iii-i  pecuniary  reward.— /"^/Vw,  Buenos  Aires.

The  quarantines  imposed  at  the  ports  of  the 
Argenl.ne,  ISrazilian  and  Uruguayan  governments 
IS  the  source  of  much  interest  to  shipping  circles 
here,  though  opinion  differs  as  to  ihe  extent  to 
which  Ihe  commerce  of  ihe  United  Siales  i? 
aftectcd. 

Mr.  Korton,  of  Norton  &:  Son,  when  questioned 
about  the  situation  at  quarantined  ports,  said  ■ 
''  Keports  leachinu  this  port  ire  not  exiggerated. 
The  quafaiitiues  are  simply  outiogeous,  as  there  i< 
no  call  for  them.  If  we  touched  poi  ts  quarantined 
we  would  not  be  able  lo  do  business,  but  fortun- 
ately our  steamers  sail  direct  from  River  Plate 
ports  to  New  York.  If  we  had  to  stop  at  Rio  on 
our  way  lip  we  wonld  be  put  to  a  considerable  loss 
of  lime  and  great  expense.  We  have  a  small  stea- 
met  ruiining  regulsrly  between  Plate  ports  and 
Rio,  and  even  tliit  has  put  us  to  considerable  ex- 
pense, because  we  have  to  load  and  unload  out  in 
the  ocean  in  order  to  save  time.

It  is  woilhy  of  note  tlmt  a  motion  was 
made  in  tlie  Chamber  on  the  26lh  for  a 
revision  of  the  tariiT  in  the  interests  of  pro- 
lection.  It  is  not  enough,  apparently,  that 
the  country  is  already  heavily  burdened  with 
high  prices  and  expensive  parasites,  threat- 
ened with  famine  and  plague,  crippled  and 
impoverished  witii  depreciated  currency,  and 
harrassed  with  ever-present  fears  of  revolu- 
lion  ;  it  nuist  be  provided  with  another 
calamitous  burden  in  llic  sliape  of  a  protec- 
tive taiiffl  What  it  has  to  protect,  it  is 
diflicult  to  understand,  Brazil  can  never  be 
a  great  manufacturing  country,  for  she  lacks 
the  principal  elements  necessary  for  sucii  a 
career ;  but  she  can  do  something  in  ngri- 
cuhure  and  mining.  For  this  reason,  it 
would  seem,  the  political  tyros  who  arc  now 
trying  to  sliape  the  destinies  ol  the  country, 
are  resolved  to  develop  the  former  and  neg- 
lect the  latter.  To  develop  industries  which 
must  depend  largely  upon  importations  ol 
fuel,  raw  material,  machinery  and  labor, 
they  will  impose  heavy  protective  duties  on 
the  imported  articles,  and  tiuis  increase 
tlieir  cost  to  every  consumer  in  the  country. 
To  enrich  llic  favored  few,  ihc-y  would  im- 
poverish the.  man}',  and  burden  the  liation 
with  a  tyrannical  and  inquisitorial  policy 
whicli  will  require  an  arniy  of  oliicials  to 
enforce  it.  Agriculture,  mining  and  stock- 
raising  can  all  Ije  developed,  and  ivill  cnricli 
the  whole  country,  for  they  will  require  no 
protection,  and  no  importation  of  the  prin- 
cipal elements  on  wliich  they  exist.  And 
they  will  not  increase  [\u:  ciists  of  living, 
nor  augment  ihe  burdens  of  government. 
So  simple  iuiii  clean  a  life,  however,  has  no 
attractions  for  the  political  ngiiator,  for  it 
aflords  no  opporuinities  foi  his  eloquence 
and  services.  And  what  is  worse,  it  affords 
no  opportunities  for  t!ie  patriotic  specidalor 
to  enrich  himself  at  the  e.'ipense  of  tlie 
public.  It  would  be  well,  in  our  opinion, 
for  the  Brazilian  people  to  consider  this 
question  carefully  before  taking  another  step 
in  tlie  direction  of  protection.  And  it  would 
be  good  policy  lo  count  well  Ihe  cost  of 
these  projected  exotic  industries.  In  our 
opinion,  Brazil  can  not  manufacture,  beyond 
a  limited  extent,  except  at  a  heavy  cost, 
which  will  require  extremely  high  tarifT  rates. 
These  will  ni'  course  increase  the  prices  of 
all  such  protected  goods  to  the  consumer.s. 
Then  will  follow  corresponding  additions 
to  the  costs  of  all  otlier  line.'s,  except  where 
governed  by  outside  competition,  with  higher 
rents  and  wages.  Discontent  will  ensue, 
and  other  brandies  of  industry  will  demand 
favors,  and  so  it  will  continue  indefinitely. 
There  has  never  yet  been  a  government  wise 
enough  to  adjust  these  favors  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all,  nor  ever  will  be.  Conse- 
quently, the  principal  fruits  of  the  system 
will  be  chronic  dissatisfaction,  favoritism, 
and  unequally  distributed  wealth.  And  it 
should  he  understood  that  there  are  but  lew 
countries  in  the  world  which  can  support  so 
ill-balanced  a  system,  of  which  Brazil  is 
certainly  not  one. 


officer  who  was  honored  and  respected  hy 
all  who  came  in  contact  with  him,  and  he 
was  a  man  who  was  esleemetl  and  beloved 
hy  a  wider  circle  of  friends  and  admirers 
than  any  other  ollker  in  Braiiil,  lie  was 
never  a  politician  and  never  woiilil  accept 
a  political  ollicc,  and  he  had  therefore 
nothingof  the  paiMsitic  following  which  is 
so  olten  thescourgf,  as  well  as  the  stiength, 
of  ollicers  ambitious  of  securing  political 
honors.  He  was  attached  to  his  profession, 
and  he  studied  its  development  wiih  the 
devotion  of  a  student  to  the  end  u(  his  life. 
That  he  was  honest,  conscientious  niul 
single-mindeil,  no  one  will  deny.  He  did 
not  flwor  the  overthrow  of  the'  monarchy, 
because  he  believetl  that  Brazil  was  not 
ready  for  such  a  change  and  that  the  new 
form  of  government  could  not  promote  and 
protect  the  interests  of  his  countrymen, 
and  he  was  honest  and  sincere  enough  to 
say  so.  When  the  naval  revolt  of  1893 
occurred,  he  was  placed  in  a  most  diflicult 
position.  He  diii  not  favor  the  ideas  and 
conduct  of  Custodio  de  Mello,  nor  could 
he  conscientiously  support  the  government 
of  I'loriano  Peixoto,  which,  like  many 
others,  he  believed  to  be  illegal.  Believing 
that  the  conflict  would  be  of  brief  duration, 
he  tried  lo  remain  neutral,  but  it  was  an 
untenable  position,  situated  as  he  was 
between  the  two  opposing  foices,  and  he 
was  finally  compelled  to  cast  in  his  fortune 
with  the  revolt.  Hemmed  in  as  he  was, 
he  maintained  his  position  in  this  hay  with 
skill  and  courage  until  his  ammunition  and 
provisions  were  exhausted,  and  lie  was  then 
compelled  to  give  np  the  light,  lii  Kio 
Grande,  his  adherence  lo  the  cause  of  the 
federalists  was  simply  a  continuation  of  ihe 
struggle  against  the  measures  which  drove 
him  into  revolt  in  this  harbor.  He  w.is 
sincere  in  his  opinions,  and  lie  had  the 
moral  courage  to  defend  them,  even  lo  the 
risk  ol  his  life.  It  is  to  be  said  that  his 
death  has  been  deeply  felt  in  every  part  of 
the  counlrj',  even  liy  those  who  did  not 
approve  his  course.  And  hi.s  nieihoiy  will 
be  a  heritage  for  tlie  Brazilian  navy  to 
treasure,  for  it  is  lUjU  of  au  ofiicer  of 
courage  and  honor,  whose  lile  was  unbleni 
ished  and  whosu  end  was  glorious. 


One  man's  life  may  be  considered  as 
nothing  in  the  political  growth  of  a  coun 
try,  and  it  may  be  assumed  therefore  that 
the  death  of  Saldanha  da  Gania  in  Kio 
Grande  do  Sul  will  exercise  but  little  in- 
fluence upon  the  course  of  events  in  that 
state.  It  is  difficult  to  h-!ieve,  however, 
that  the  savage  and  mercenary  government 
which  oppresses  that  state,  can  offer  any 
advantage  to  Brazil  in  compensation  fur  the 
life  of  Saldanha  da  Gama.     He  was  an 


Tiiic  death  of  ^Marshal  Floriano  I'eixolo 
has  naturally  created  a  profound  impression 
throughout  the  countiy.  Il  w.is  nut  wholly 
unexpected,  perhaps,  for  his  long  and 
continued  illness  had  in  some  measure  [ue- 
p;ired  the  public  mind  hr  a.  fatal  teiminiilioii. 
Still,  so  much  pains  had  been  laken  10 
conceal  the  gravity  of  his  illness  in  order 
tiiat  his  name  might  be  used  by  his  followers 
as  a  menace  to  nil  opponents,  that  hisdcaili 
unquestionably  came  like  a  surprise  lo 
many,  and  lias  been  ileejily  lelt  bv  ihuse 
whose  political  fortunes  were  so  closelv 
associated  with  his  dominating  influence  In 
the  government.  .As  to  the  pait  which  he 
has  played  in  the  government  of  this  country, 
liistory  will  niidoiibtcdly  assign  liiin  to  his 
projier  |)lace  when  ilie  passions  and  pnijii- 
dices  wiiich  now  influence  us  are  at  rest. 
It  was  his  fortune  to  occui)y  a  piomineiit 
oilicial  position  at  the  lime  when  the  gov- 
ernment of  Brazil  was  changed  fiom  a 
monarchy  10  that  of  u  republic,  and  it  was 
his  fortune  also  to  take  a  prominent  |>art  in 
the  disturbed  events  which  have  followed. 
He  was  not  a  statesman,  nor  a  great  organ- 
izer and  administrator.  His  knowledge 
of  civil  government  was  of  a  very  limited 
characlc']-,  as  the  aclsofhii:!  adniinistralion 
clearly  prove.  He  was  tenacious  in  pur- 
pose, however,  and  reckless  of  consequences. 
Unhappily,  his  advisers  were  noi  ilie  men 
who  couki  be  depended  upon  f  tr  wise  ami 
prudent  counsels,  and  he  was  encouraged 
and  led  by  them  in  paths  which  the  student 
of  civil  government  will  find  il  mosi  dif- 
ficult to  justify.  At  the  moment  it  is  im- 
possible to  discuss  the  character  of  Ins 
public  Jicis  and  their  inlUieiice  iqion  dit: 
country,  for  there  is  much  danger  in  plain- 
speaking.  Time,  however,  will  soften  ilii^ 
passions  of  his  followers,  and  the  prejudices 
of  his  enemies,  and  then  we  may  hope  that 
full  justice  will  be  done  to  hi.i  name. 


In  the  correspondence,  wliicii  has  just 
been  published,  between  the  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment and  die  French  legation,  the  latter 
makes  the  following  important  staiemeiiis 
in  regard  to  the  case  of  Buette  and  ftluller : 
That  the  Brazilian  minister  of  foreign  affairs 
did  not  liesitate  lo  ileclare  that  the  circum- 
stantial evidence  of  the  death  of  Buette  and 
Muller  is  conclusive;  that  Col.  Moreira 
CezaV,  on  being  asked  forinlormation'on  the 
subject,  had  at  first  failed   to   answer,    and 


afterwards,  so  thoroughly  was  he  convincetl 
of  the  illegality  of  the  shooting  of  the  two 
Frenchmen,  had  not  even  attempted  to  de- 
fend il,  but  had  invented  the  story  of  their 
escape, whicli  on  iis  very  fice  was  so  impiob- 
able  that  the  Ihazili;iu  minister  had  said 
that  it  was  not  worth  the  while  to  discuss  it; 
that  oil  ihe  ;oth  ol  Sopleni!)er,  iS-ji,  the 
lhMzili;in  government  through  it^i  ri'iuesent- 
ative  in  Paris  had  oflicially  declared  that  no 
one  h;ul  heLMi  shot  in  Santa  Catharinn,  in 
Paran.i  ;  that  Admiral  Joronyino  Gonralvcs, 
after  making  use  of  tlie  services  of  Buette 
and  Mulh'r  and  promising  to  employ  them 
at  till'  ii,i\y  yard  in  S.inta  Cathariua,  and  after 
they  had  lloalcd  the  /I </ niW,r ^! ii,  whkU  the 
Brazilian  minister  acknowledged  to  be  an 
imporiant  service  to  the  country,  had  broken 
his  promise  by  delivering  them  to  Colonel 
Moreir.t  Cezar  and  had  deviated  from  the 
truth  hy  saying  that  after  a  few  hours'  trial 
he  had  found  Hiiette's  services  to  be  worth- 
less :  that  after  killing  the  two  French  eng- 
ineers, Col.  ;\Ioreira  Cenr  had  attempted  to 
deceive  his  govenimenl,  the  French  lega- 
tion auii  the  public  ;  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  legation,  the  good  name  of  tlie  Brazilian 
gove.iuneiu  and  of  the  Brazilian  army  and 
navy  (k'lnands  that  such  crimes  should  not 
go  unpunished.  After  sucn  serious  state- 
ments from  so  elevated  a  source,  is  not 
the  souse  ol  honor  in  .\dmiral  Joronymo 
('roni,-ilvfs  and  Colonel  Moreira  Cezar  sufli- 
ciently  strong  to  induce  them  to  demand  au 
invcsiigation  of  their  conduct  ?  If  not,  will 
not  some  Ihazilian  ofiicer  ol  the  army,  or 
navy,  in  hi«i  zeal  for  the  honor  o(  the  service, 
seek  I'l  remove  the  stain  hy  preferring  charges 
against  ihij  two  otliccrs  who  are  accused,  in 
an  important  oflicial  document,  oi  having 
been    guilty    ol     such   shameful   behav 
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Monroi'  uoctnne  is  not  a  la\v,  nor  a  parlia- 
ment;uT  rcsolinion.  nor  c\'eii  the  subject 
matter  wfa  treaty.  Il  is  simply  a  statement 
contained  in  the  annual  message  of  Presi- 
dent James  IMonroc,  which  was  read  at  the 
opening  of  the  United  States  Congress  on 
December  and,  1823.  h  was  simply  an 
expression  of  President  Monroe's  opinion 
as  to  the  course  which  the  United  States 
government  should  pursue  in  case  the  Holy 
Alliance  should  undertake  to  assist  Spain  in 
recovering  her  lost  colonies. 

Singulary  enough  this  declaralion  really 
oiiginated  widv  Mr.  Canning,  who  had 
already  expressetl  his  o[)positioii  to  an  iiUer- 
fereucc  in  American  alfairs  by  luiropeau 
powers,  and  who  sought  to  strengthen  his 
position  through  some  positive  declaration 
from  the  government  ol  the  United  States. 
When  the  declaration  in  question  was 
made,  it  was  cordially  endorsed  by  many 
of  llic  most  prominent  British  statesmen 
of  the  day,  of  both  parlies,  and  was  accep- 
ted as  a  proper  and  satisfactoiy  policy 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States.  As 
ilicn  understood  and  as  since  interpreted  bj' 
successive  American  secretaries  of  state,  it 
has  never  been  the  subject  of  protest  or 
criticism  from  the  govcrmncnl  of  any  Juu'o- 
pcan  or  American  stale,  so  far  as  our  inform- 
ation goes. 

This  famous  "doctrine",  in  a  luiishell, 
is  this.  The  United  States  considers  that 
the  American  continent  should  not  be  made 
an  object  of  ]uiropean  conquest  ami  col- 
onization, as  is  the  case  in  Africa  to-day. 
U  was  never  designed  to  protect  any  Ameri- 
can stale  against  the  consequences  of  bad 
government,  or  of  misconduct  toward  any 
foreign  power.  Nor  was  it  intended  lo 
interfere  with  any  people  in  the  choice  of 
whatever  form  of  government  might  suit 
diern  best.  It  recognized  the  right  of  die 
Mexican  people  lo  establish  a  monarchy 
under  Iturbide  of  their  own  free  will,  but 
would  not  permit  France  to  establish  one 
under  Maximilian.  It  never  interfered  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Jiraziliaii  monarchy,  nor  in 
the  colonies  still  held  in  this  hemisphere  by 
Spain,  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Holland. 
It  simply  declares  that  an  attem|)ted  cun- 
(luest  would  be  the  "manifestation  of  an 
unfriendly  disposition  toward  the  United 
States.  " 

That  the  declaration  in  question  may  be 

better   understood,   we  reproduce  all   that 

part    of    President    Monroe's    message    in 

which  it  is  to  be  found.

to  he  conduded  wjih  extl■aor(lin.^ry  niodeiaiioii. 
1 1  need  scarcely  he  remaiked  tiiat  the  icsnlt  has 
been  so  far  verv  dilTerent  fiom  what  was  then 
amiciiiatyd.  (If  Jvcnts  in  thnt  (piaucr  ofthe  j^lnlie, 
"illi  whiuli  Me  have  so  much  intercom se,  and  frnin 
whicli  we  deiive  onr  origin,  wc  have  nUvnys  been 
anxious  and  interested  spectators.  Tlie  cituens  of 
the  United  Si.iies  cherisli  sentiments  ihc  most 
fiicndly  in  favor  of  the  liberty  and  happiness  of 
their  feltowmcii  in  that  side  of  the  Atlantie.  In 
thr'  wars  of  llie  luiropean  ]iowers-,  in  malters 
itlatiiig  to  lliem^.elves,  we  have  never  lalicn  ;iiiy 
l>nrt,  nor  does  ii  .-oinpoit  with  our  policy  !■>  do  bo. 
It  is  only  when  nur  rights  .ire  invaded,  or^el■ion^ly 
menaced  that  w.'  le^oiit  injinie.,,  or  make  prepai- 
alion  f.T  our  ikfencc.  \vilh  llio  movemcnls  in 
this  hcmispheve  we  are  of  necessity  more  imme- 
diately connected,  and  by  causes  \vhich  must  he 
obvious  to  alltnliidilcncd  and  impania!  obsci  veis. 
The  political  sy.;eni  of  the  allied  powers  is  essen- 
tially (liflercnt  in  ihis  ivspeci,  from  that  of  Ami.'- 
i-iea.  This  diMLnenee  proceeds  from  lluil  which 
exists  ill  (heir  K-q.ecijve  t;uveinmenl..  And  to 
the  defence  of  (m.  own,  which  li.is  been  ncliieved 
by  tlie  loss  of.^o  mucli  blood  and  treasme,  ;uul  ma- 
tnred  hy  the  wi-i.tam  of  their  ni"St  enlit;htened 
cli/eiis,  and  muier  which  we  have  enioyed  iniox- 
ainided  felicity,  ihii  wlmle  iiadon  i^  dcvmed. 

We  owe  it,  llieroforc,  to  cand-T  and  to  llie 
ainicahlc  relaiion-.  exiting  belween  the  Vvn\.i>\ 
States  and  iliose  jioweis  lo  declare  diat  wc  slionld 
consider  any  ruenipt  on  their  part  to  extend  their 
sysieni  to  any  poiiion  of  this  ln.-mis|dicre  as  dan- 
gerous to  our  [ii'ace  and  safely.  With  the  e\islini^ 
colonii's  or  dejiciidencies  nf  any  luimpean  power 
we  Jnive  not  interfered,  and  sh,il]  not  intetffre. 
Hut,  wiili  Ihe  govcrnin''ius  who  li.ave  declared 
their  indeiiendence  and  niainlained  it,  and  whose 
in.h-liendiaice  ue  have,  on  fjrcnt  consideiation  and 
on  justprincipk's,  :ickmiwlcdi;ed,  we  could  not  \itw 
any  interpo--iliiin  for  the  purpose  of  oppressing 
them,  or  cnnlroUint,'  m  any  oiher  manner  iheiV 
destiny,  liy  any  luuMpeun  power,  in  any  utlicf 
light  than  as  the  mauife-tation  of  ;ni  inilViciidly 
disposition  toward  the  United  .'-tates.  bi  ihe  war

indepcndeiit  powers  whose  g.)vernnicnts  differ  fioai 
tlieiis  arc  interested,  even  those  most  lemote,  and 
surely  none  more  so  than  the  United  Stales,  Our 
]iolicy  in  regard  to  luir.ipe,  which  was  adopted  ai 
an  early  stage  of  the  wars  which  have  so  long 
agitated  that  quarter  of  the  sh'be,  nevoriiielc-.s 
remains  the  same,  which  i>  nol  to  interfere  in  tlu 
interiml  concL-rns  of  any  of  its  powers;  t.»  con- 
sider the  government  ile  facto  as  die  legitimate 
government  lor  us;  to  cultivate  fiiondly  relations 
with  il,  and  to  preseive  those  relations  by  a  frank, 
firm,  and  nianly  policy  ;  meeting,  in  all  inslanccs, 
llie  just  claims  of  every  power,  :iubmittiiig  to  in- 
juries (foni  none.  lint  in  reg.ird  to  ihe.^^c  conti- 
iienls,  circumstances  arc  eminently  and  consp- 
euonsly  differeni.  It  is  impo.ssilde  that  the  allied 
pioi-ers  should  extend  iheir  political  system  lo 
any  poilion  of  either  continent  willioiit  en- 
dangering onr  pence  and  ha[)piness,  nor  can  any 
one  hclieve  ihat  onr  sniiiliein  brethren  if  left  tn 
themsclve-^,  would  adopt  il  of  their  o,vn  accord.  It 
is  e(|ually  impossible,  tliert-fore,  that  we  should 
behoM  such  inter])osilion,  in  any  lixm,  with  in- 
difference.

same  name.    Hy  modern  itiijirovements  the  speed 
of  some  of  these  boats  has  been  increased,  and  the 
latest  accessions   are    up  to   date  in  every  respect. 
From  a  couple  of  comparatively  small  Kleaiiiera  the 
Heet  of  ihe  company^  on  the  Pacific  station  has  been 
doubled    about  20  limes  in  the  course   of  50  years, 
anil,    iherefore,    lliu    I.Ue    Mr.  Just  must  have  wit-v 
nessed  many  changes  in  the  course  of  his  exlen.iive 
nianagenienl.      When    the   pioneer    boat    entered 
Valparaiso    the    arrangements     for    loading     and 
discliarging  cargoes,  or  Ihe  Unding  of  passengers, 
consisted  in  open  boats  and  iieacliing.     Valparaiso 
is   sitnaled   in   llic   bend   of   an   open  bay,    and  is 
sheltered  by  the  foreland  to  the  south,    but    vessels 
are  much  exposed  from  northerly  winds  during  the 
winter.    We  once  .saw  a  French  barque  which  had 
been  diiveii  Irom  her  anchorage  by  a  gale  iiigh  and 
(try  on  the  beach-     Iler  cargo   was  nearly  out,  and 
she  had  to  be  launched.     Vessels  are   moored  with 
their  lieads  to  the  north  in   tlie  winter,  and  three 
bower  anchors  and   270    f.illionis   of  chain  are  re- 
quired.    When  ships  are  not  provideil    wiili  moor- 
ing gear  those  requisites  have  to  be  hired  at  a  cost 
of  $1  to  $4  per  day,  according  to  tonnage.     There 
is   now  a  wharf  al  Valparaiso,  and  the  mote    i-i 
305  metres  in  length  by  14  ^j  metres  in  breadlh, 
The  deplh  of  w.ater  at  the  outside  berths  is  12  to 
J4  metres,  and  outside  S  lo  9  metres-     The  two 
(loaling  docks  are   capable   of  receiving   vessels  of 
3,09V  tons,     There  are   tug  boats  to  be  had,  and 
"the    town    is    in  telegraph  loucli    with    Europe. 
Iitr,  Just  and  Caplaiii  Peacock  saw  no  evidences  of 
these  items  of  civilisation  in  Ihe  emly  days  of  llieir 
steamship  operations.  TUcy,  perhaps,  lieaid  sailors 
call  the  tnree  rolling  lulls  lo  the  south,  the  Fore, 
Main,  and  Mizenlops,  and  have  had  trouble  to  get 
men  from    Ihe  houses  on  ihc  Mizenlop.    Those 
places  of  resort  are  said  to  be  not  so  had  as  they 
were   formerly.     Most  seaport  towns   have  disre- 
pulahle  quailers,  and  much  has  been  done  towards 
tlie  I'luviding   of  places   where   seamen   can  meet 
with  pleasurable  and   innocent   recreation.      The 
chief  commercial  city  of  Chili  is  destined  in  ihe  not 
veiy  distant  future  to  be  the  railway  terminus  from 
the  cast,  and  then  Valparaiso  may  have  to  enliirge 
her  shipping  accommodation  in  order  to  facilitate 
shipments  from  Argeiilina,  Uruguay,  and  Brazils. 
Mr.  Just  may  have   foreseen   thi.^   emergency,   but 
he  was  cut  oil  too  soon   for  visible  contemplalion, 
Coqnimbo  would  make  a  hftterpoii,  butmerclinnls 
and  capitalists  are  located  in  Valparaiso;    besides 
wliich  Santiago,  the  Chilian   capital,  is  only  thirly 
miles  distant,  and  is  easily  reached  by   train.     The 
Pacific  Company  must  have  conlrihnteii  largely    to 
the  prosperity  of  Valparaiso  and  all  the  numerous 
poitsofcall.     The  directors  aresalisfied  with  the 
performances  of  the  Oropesa  and   the  Orissa,  their 
latest   acquisitions,   though   the   stranding    of   Ihe 
Oroya  in  the  Hay  of  Naples,  and  her  recovery  and 
repairs  may  reduce  the  sum  credited  to  insurance. 
We   have   tiaced   the    Pacific    Company   from    its 
inception  to  its  present  position  a.s  a  big  and  well 
conducted  shipping  enterprise.    Ancient  colleagues 
are  bound  by  the   law   o(  nature   lo   give  place  to 
younger  heads,  however  much  we  may  miss  them 
and  regret  the  cause  of  their  disappearance.      The 
competion  was  not  felt  when  Mr,  just  did  his  best 
lo    lay   Ihe   foundation    on    which    a    prosperous 
structure  was   ultimately  to  be  laised.     Me   lived 
long  enough  to  conteinphite  the  assistance    he    had 
rendered  to  his  coadjutors. 


Legislative  Notes 


JUNE  2^.  —  ScwUi'. — Senator  Clon^alves  Chaves 
)>vesented  a  peiition  from  professms  of  Ihe  mining 
school  at  Ouvo  Preto  asking  for  an  increase  in 
Iheiv  pny,  The  Senate  voted  the  hill  tor  a  bridge 
over  the  river  Quaraliy  with  an  amendment  de- 
claring that,  in  case  the  mililary  authorities  should 
at  any  lime  fiud  it  necessary  to  doilruy  the  bridge 
lemporarily,  iHe  Great  Southern  Company  would 
not  be  entitled  to  compensation.  The  hil!  retiring 
Col,  Pedro  P.ivdino  da  Fonseca  with  pnv  from  the 
cfike  which  lie  now  holds  was  vuted  in  3rd  dis- 
cussion. The  Senate  voted  the  1st  aiticle  of  Ihe 
bill  from  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for  exempting 
dial  mining  machinery  Irom  duty.  Haiao  'lo 
Ladario  said  that  the  impunity  with  which  crimes 
have  been  committed  by  military  and  civil  officers 
greally  coiUributes  to  proniole  insiihordinalion. 
He  thinks  that  the  manifesto  recently  issued  by  the 
military  club  of  which  Gen.  Ewerlon  Qiiadros  and 
Kear-Admiral  Caspar  Rodrigues  are  president  and 


vice-picsideni,  it  a  dmigerous  document,  esiJCciftHy 
in  ttie  pres-eni  .stale  of  liieconniry,  wliose  situation, 
in    his    opinion,    wm    never    more  critical.     He 
offered  a  ni()ti')n  asking  for  Ihe  nanici   of  the   pri- 
soiieis    who    have   been    incarcerated   since    ihe 
beginning  of  Apiil,  1894,111  the  fortress  of  Sanln 
Cwu,  the  names  of  tho-e  who  are  slill   lliere    an.l 
information  as  to  what  has  become  of  the   others, 
lie  also  moved  to  learn  from    Lieut.    Lins,    who 
commanded    Ihe  cadets   that    guaixleil    llniSo  do 
IJatovy  and  others,  the  names  of  these  cadets    anri, 
in  case  of  their  having  received  an  ordsr  fir   shoot- 
ing prisoners,  the  name  of  the  person   who   issued 
ihe  order  and  also  what  he  had  heard  and  seen  in 
regard  lo  the  slinoting  that  is  said  to  have  occui  red 
ill  Santa  Catharina  after   or   before   the   state   fell 
into   the   hands   of  the   government    troops.     He 
also  moved  to  a>Iv  for  a  copy  of  the   official   corrcs- 
pmidenci!  in  regard  to  the  shooling  wliicli  occurreil 
al  kilometre  65  on  tlie  road  between    Cniilyha  and 
I'aranaguii,     He  said  that  by  means  of  the   infor- 
tnatioii  ohtiined   tliroiigli   successive    motions   he 
had  been  able  to  trace  the  Santa  Catharina   ])ri- 
soners  lo  Ihe  fmirijss  of  Santa  Cruz  and  the  object 
of  one  of  ihe  present  motions   was  to   learn    what 
had  become  of  tiieni  after  their  iucirceration   in 
that  forlress.     In  reijard   to   the  military   murders 
in  Parand,  he  rta<l  a  ieller  from  Baroness  do  Serro 
Azul,  from   which  it  appears  that  the  Haron    was 
llie  victim  rif  the  treachery  of  Col.    Pires   Ferreira, 
who  pretended  In  he  his   friend.     It  also  appenrs 
fioin  this  letter  that  the  families  of  the  victims  were 
forbidden  by  ihe  military   autliorities  of  Curityha 
to  make  any  display  ol  mourning.     Senator  Vicente 
Machado  earneslly  disclaimed  al!  complicity  in  Ihe 
crimes  committed    in   ParanA.     These   crimes,   he 
said,  were  committed  without  his  knowledj»e,  and, 
when  Ihe  news  reached  him,  he  had  at  first  been 
unable  lo  believe  it.     When  he  discovered,  how- 
ever,  that  there  could  be  no  doubt  on  the   subject, 
he  hastened  to  publish  in  the  lidhnblka   of   Ciiri- 
lyba    a    manifesto   condemning   in   the   stronge.st 
lerins  those  crimes,  which  only  served  to  diicrodit 
Ihe  institutions  of  the  countiy-  —  Chamlier  of  Dcpii- 
/(■W,— l)e|inly  Jose  Carlos  pointed  out  irregularities 
lliat   have   occurred    in   the    retirement   of   puhlic 
employt^j  from  service.     He  also  spoke  in   regard 
to  affairs  of  the  navy  department  and  moved  to  ask 
(or  inforinalion  on  several  points.     The  Chaniher 
passed    by  a  vote  of  112   lo    13  a   suhsliUite   for 
Deputy  Maitins  Junior's  motion  on  affairs  in  Per- 
iiambuco.    The  subslitnle   refers    ihe  matter  to  the 
joint  commitlce  of  the  Senate  and  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties, which  is  required  to  report  llieron  as  speedily 
as  possible.     Deputy  Lauro  Muller  spoke   on   the 
hill  making  a  deficiency  apnropriation  ol  600,000$, 
and  Deputies  Serzedello,   Anreliaiio    Barba.sa   and 
AuguMo  de  Frciias  on  Ihe  bill  for  reorganizing  Ihe 
law  schools. 

JUNi;  26.— .y^vM/.'.— Tiie  commillee  on  war  mid 
marine  reported  against  the  bill  from  the  Chamber 
of  Depnties  lor  maintaining  the  rank  of  the  war- 
rant midshipmen.  Senator  Corteia  de  Araujo 
tendered  his  resignation  as  member  of  the  joint 
committee  for  framing  a  bill  regulating  the  execu- 
tion of  Art,  6  of  the  constitution.  He  stated  that 
he  is  personally  interested  in  the  Pernambuco 
queslion,  and  in  his  opinion  the  committee  should 
be  composed  of  members  having  no  personal  in- 
terest in  local  questions  in  that,  or  in  any  other 
state.  The  Senate  refused  to  accept  his  resigna- 
tion. Senator  Pires  Ferreira  defended  his  conduct 
towards  Itaiilo  do  Serro  Azul.  contrailicling  the 
siateinents  made  in  ihe  letter  of  the  Baroness,  He 
said  that  reports  unfavorable  to  his  character 
are  circulated  i>y  person  who  had  made 
ciiminal  atiempts  tnget  possession  of  public  money 
in  the  stale  of  Parana.

—In  S.  Paulo  oil  ttie  25th  ult.  there  was  a  light 
lielween  Portuguese  and  jacobins.  One  of  the 
Portuguese  was  arrested  by  the  police, 

—  lJ.-i!iia  telegrams  of  ihe  aSth  ult.  announce  the 
adjournment  of  llietwo  opposing  legislatures  unlil 
Ihe  potiiical  conflict  in  that  slate  is  settled. 

—The  cold  southerly  wind  of  the  24th,  which 
brought  rain  in  Rio,  brought  a  heavy  fiost  lo  Sao 
Paulo.  The  day  was  clear  and  cold,  and  on  the 
following  morning  everyihing  was  covered  with 
white  fiO't. 

—The  disease  among  Ihe  catlle  which  made  its 
appearance  some  time  ago  in  S.Paulo,  has  extended 
into  Minas  Geraes,  where  the  inorlality  is  said  lo 
he  very  great.  It  is  also  repurted  from  the  neigh- 
borhood t)f  Taubatc. 

—On  the  27th  ult.  in  Ihe  Baliia  chamber  ol 
deputies  there  was  offered  a  motion  congratulating 
Gen.  Innocencio  GalvSo  on  the  victory  ol  Ihe 
government  troops  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  The 
debate  on  this  motion  was  postponed. 

— The  P^^rro/of  juiz  de  F6ra,  of  the  23rd,  says 
that  the  notices  of  the  caiile  plague  in  Minas  are 
mo.st  terrifying.  The  disease  is  most  contagious 
and  is  sprea'ling  rapidly.  On  one  fazemin  alone, 
near  Sitio,  200  animals  are  nfflicled  with  it,  and  it 
is  said  ihat  the  inorlalily  is  veiy  large. 

—An  epidemic  of  small-pox  has  broken  ont  al 
Mogy  das  Cruzes,  S.  Paulo,  and  the  people  there 
are  clamoring  for  help.  They  have  even  tele- 
graphed lo  the  director  of  the  Cenlral  railway, 
asking  him  to  intercede  with  the  slate  government 
of  S.  Paulo  for  a  medical  commission. 

—Telegrams  ol  the  26th  nit.  stale  (hat  the  Per- 
nambuco chamber  of  deputies  has  voted  a  resolu- 
tion condemning  the  alleged  nttempl  to  poison  the 
governor  of  ihe  state.  It  is  also  slated  that  there 
have  again  been  hostile  demonstrations  against 
printing  offices,  some  of  which  were  obliged  to 
close  and  lo  suspend  the  publication  of  the  respec- 
tive journals. 

—According  lollie  report  for  1894  of  the  sani- 
lary  board  of  Santos,  the  total  mortality  in  that 
city  during  the  year  was  1,440,  the  jiopulalion 
being  estimated  at  27,000,  which  is  probably  much 
exaggerated.  The  deaths  from  yellow  lever  num- 
bered 172,  consumption  173,  gastric  cmnplainls 
193.  Compared  with  preceding  years  the  deaths 
from  yellow  fever  were  relatively  few,  there  having 
been  1,668  in  1893.  1,823  '"  '891  and  i,oiq  in 
1891. 


RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

On  tlie  evening  of  the  25111  nil.  the  public  was 
startled  wilii  ihe  report  of  the  death  of  Rear- 
Admiial  Sahlanha  da  Gania-  This  report  has  Iieen 
confirmed  by  subsequent  telegrams,  which  give 
ihe  following  details ; 

At  Campo  Ozorio,  situated  at  the  apex  of  .1 
triangle  of  Rio  Grande  territory  penetrating  into 
that  of  Uruguay,  374  men  under  the  command  of 
Saldanha  da  Gania  were  surrounded  and  attacked 
on  ihe  24ih  ult.  by  1,200  gdverninent  lr<iops  under 
Joilo  Francisco  and  Azambuja.  There  ensued  a 
desperate  sirujjgle,  which  lasted  for  14  hours  and 
during  which  the  assailants  were  five  times  repul- 
sed. At  last  the  revolutionist's,  having  exhiusted 
their  ammunition,  set  lire  to  their  camp  and  made 
an  attempt  to  break  thrrmgh  the  enemy's  lind*.  In 
this  attempt  Saldanha  was  killed,  but  in  regard  to 
the  manner  of  his  death  accounts  differ.  According 
to  one  statemeni,  afier  being  dangerously  wounded, 
he  cnmmiued  suici.le  to  avoid  being  tnkeu  alive, 
A  second  acc<mnt  slates  thai  he  was  killed  while 
lesisting  capture,  while,  according  lo  a  third  ver- 
si>n,  after  beng  disable  I  h-  wascapfured  and 
murdered- 

The  loss  on  boih  sides  is  believed  lo  have  been 
heavy,  though  ihe  Caslilhistas  assert  that  only 
four  of  iheir  men  were  killed  and  14  wounded. 
It  is  slated  that  150  revolutionists  were  killed,  no 
))vis(iiiers  having  been  taken  by  ihe  Caslilhistas. 
The  naval  batlalion  alone  is  said  to  have  lost  70 
men.  Ihere  were  with  Saldanha  many  naval 
oflicers  and  cadels,  bul  it  lias  not  yet  been  possible 
to  learn  the  names  cf  those  who  were  killed. 

Ills  iharged,  and  apparently  with  foundation, 
Ihatinorder  to  surround  Saldanha  a  part  of  the 
Castilhista  force  marched  through  Uruguayan  ter- 
ritory. The  description  of  the  locality  in  which 
the  engagement  occurred  justifies  this  belief.  If 
the  supposition  is  found  lobe  correct,  iniei  national 
complications  may  arise,  although  it  is  insinuated 
that  the  Uruguayan  government  has  been  induced 
to  wink  at  irregularities  on  the  border  in  conside- 
ration of  a  promise  lo  peiniit  ihc  free  navigation  of 
Lagoa  Miriin. 

On  hearing  of  the  death  of  h's  brother.  Dr.  Se- 
bastiao  Saldanha  da  Gama,  who  resides  at  Monte- 
vidtSo,  telegraphed  fo  President  Prudentede  Moraes 
asking  for  the  body,  and  the  President  answered 
that  he  had  issued  orders  for  its  delivery.  Bra- 
zilians in  Montevideo  have  appointed  a  committee 
to  go  to  Rivera  to  receive  it ;    hut  it  is    believed

compliance  Willi  ilie  order  lu  llieir  desire  to  pre- 
vent the  confirmation  of  the  sintemenl  that  ihe 
body  has  been  horribly  mutilnled, 

Tlie  death  of  Sildanha  da  Gamn  is  certainly  a 
heavy  blow  to  the  revoluiionis's,  whose  cause  was 
considerably  strengthened  by  his  prestige,  his 
gallantry  and  his  abilily  as  an  organiser.  It  KOme. 
limes  happens,  however,  that  the  shock  resulting 
from  a  gteat  calamity  serves  to  arouse  ihe  partisans 
of  a  cau.se  and  to  slimutate  them  t)  renewed  exer- 
tions, and  this  may  be  the  case  in  the  present 
instance,  n  't  only  wiih  the  Uio-Grandenses,  but 
pLo  with  tlieir  sympathisers  throughout  Braiil, 
Among  the  latter  there  prevails  a  belief  that  the 
hopci  ol  tilt;  whole  country  are  centered  on  the 
stiuggleiii  Rio  Grande  and  that,  if  that  slate  is 
allowed  to  he  ciu^hed,  the  Brasdian  people  will 
have  to.suhmit,  for  a.  period  whose  terminaiion  no 
one  can  foresee,  to  the  disaslruus  consequences 
of  military  rule.  It  is  possible  that  those  who 
ihink  thus  will  now  begin  to  understand  the  ne- 
cessiiy  (if  giving  moie  eflicient  sujiport  to  the 
cause. 

Telegrams  state  that  many  of  Ihe  revolutloiinry 
leaders  have  alieady  declared  their  intention  of 
continuing  the  struggle  and  it  is  said  that  the  aged 
wariior  Gen.  Tavares  has  once  more  assumed  the 
command  of  the  revolutionary  forces. 

The  tiflgic  event  which  has  thus  closed  ilie  glo- 
rious career  of  one  of  the  most  eminent  of  Brazi- 
lians and  whicli  carries  sorrow  to  so  many  homes, 
has  made  a  deep  impression  on  the  public  mind, 
which  has  now  a  clearer  conception  of  the  horrors 
of  anarchy,  misrule  and  civil  war.  In  this  city 
and  in  many  other  parts  of  ihe  country  solemn 
mosses  are  said  to-day  for  llie  soul  of  the  fallen 
hero,  and  olhers  will  follow  as  soon  as  correct  in- 
formation is  obtained  in  regard  lo  the  names  of 
his  companions  who  perished  with  him.  All  this 
will  doubtless  contribute  to  induce  the  advocates  of 
peace  lo  exert  themselves  more  strenuously  in 
asking  the  government  to  put  an  end  to  ihe  war 
by  withdrawing  its  support  from  a  usurping  gov- 
ernor whose  tyrannical  sway  can  be  maintained 
only  by  violence  and  bloodshed,  an'l  by  the  sacri- 
fice of  some  of  Brazil's  best  men. 

A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  30th  ult.  states 
that  on  the  battle  field  of  Campo  Osorio,  which  is 
now  said  to  be  occupied  by  revolutionists  under 
Ulysses  Reverbel,  Ctiiquinote  and  Costa  Mendes, 
51  corpses  have  been  found  and  buried,  including 
that  of  Lieut.  Luiz  Timotheo  I'ereira  da  Rosa, 
which,  like  many  others,  had  been  barbarously 
mutilated,  by  having  the  throat  cut,  etc ! 

The  other  naval  officers  who  are  supposed  to 
have  been  killed,  are  Lieutenants  Fernando 
Pinto  Ribeiro  .ind  Tranquilino  de  Alcantara  and 
Midshipman  Carvalho.  fhe  naval  cadets  Adriao 
Chaves,  Alberto  de  Sa.  Peixoto,  Dnrval  Moraes, 
Luder  and  Scherin  are  also  said  to  have  been  killed. 

Tlis  hospital  at  Livramento  is  full  of  wounded, 
which  shows  that  the  loss  of  the  Castilhistas  was 
much  greater  than  that  which  they  acknow- 
ledge. The  Castilhistas  are  said  to  have  buried 
only  their  own  men.  Notwithstanding  tlie  Presi- 
dent's orders,  the  body  of  Saldanlia  da  Gama  has 
not  been  delivered  to  his  friend.';.

— Tlie  governor  of  Minas  Geraes  has  signed  the 
hill  voted  by  the  state  legislature  for  retjulating 
ihe  service  of  transportaii  ni  on  the  Leopohlina 
railway.

—  An  American  correspondent  writes,  drawing 
attention  to  a  new  method  of  propelling  electric 
railway  cars,  which  lie  thinks  is  likely  to  interest 

the  readers  of  Transport.  The  inventor  i^^  Mr. 
E.ias  E.  Kies,  of  Baltmiore,  who,  in  his  descrip- 
■.'c\\  of  the  system,  saj-s  one  of  its  piincipal 
(e;..  ires  is  the  (act  there  is  no  communication  be- 
■  t'.veen  the  motor  and  the  source  of  electi  icity.  The 
cars  are  operated  by  elector-magnetic  induction 
from  condnclors  carried  just  under  the  street  sur- 
foce,nnd  mnUing  no  contact  whatever  with  the  truck 
rails  or  motor  car.  The  system  dispenses  entirely 
with  overhead  trolleys,  surface  conductors,  under- 
ground conduits  and  storage  batteries,  'ihe  con- 
ducting system  is  buried  below  (he  street  surface  and 
no  dangerous  wires  are  exposed.  It  is  claimed  that 
it  will  now  be  possible  lo  operate  the  longest  line 
of  railway  by  the  system  ol  transmission  and  con- 
version more  economically  than  the  ordinary  short 
"trolley  lines  of  a  few  mites  in  length.  Under  each 
car  is  suspended  a  coil  of  wire  in  on  iron  trough, 
1  foot  wifie,  2  inches  deep,  and  extending  the  length 
■of  the  car.  This  trough  is  suspended  a  few  inches 
from  the  ground,  and  opens  downwards  towards 
the  underground  trough.  The  CNistence  of  the 
'underground  current  induces  a  current  in  the  coil 
attached  to  the  car  truck,  and  this  induced  current 
supplies  power  lo  the  motor.  By  this  arrange- 
ment the  buried  inducing  wire  carries  no  current 
except  at  the  points  over  which  the  car  liappms 
to  pass  from  moment  to  moment,  and  it  is,  there- 
ifore,not  only  absolutely  safe  but  higldy  economical.

—  The  career  of  Admiral  Luiz  Felippe  de  ,SaI- 
danha  da  Gama  was  confined  almost  exclusively  to 
his  chosen  profession.  He  was  born  in  Campos, 
Riode  Janeiro,  on  April  7th,  1846,  and  was  there- 
fore only  49  years  of^age  at  Ihe  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  the  D.  Pedro  II  college,  and 
entered  the  naval  service  in  1861.  He  served 
through  the  Paraguayan  war  with  distinction,  gain- 
ingtherank  of  lieutenant-commander  1111869.  He 
was  a  member.ofthe  official  commissions  sent  to  the 
Vienna  and  Philadelphia  expositions,  naval  attach^ 
on  the  first  special  mission  sent  to  China  (1879), 
member  of  the  commission  sent  to  Sandy  Point  in 
1882  to  observe  the  transit  of  Venus,  besides 
serving  on  many  and  various  other  commissions 
connected  with  his  profession.  He  held  the  rank 
of  captain  in  1889,  and  was  promoted  to  that  of 
rear-admiral  in  1S93,  while  director  of  the  naval 
school  in  this  bay.  He  was  anaccomplishedlinguist, 
a  skillful  and  talented  officer,  and  a  well-informed 
man  of  the  world.  He  has  been  considered  for 
many  years  one  of  the  best  educated  and  most  pro- 
mising officers  in  the  Brazilian  naval  service.  He 
refused  political  office  under  the  government  on 
three  occasions,  preferring  to  confine  his  services 
within  the  limits  of  his  chosen  profession.

—The  lepnicd  mind-reader  Onofioff,  whose 
eulerlainmeiits  f<ir  a  time  attracted  bo  much  ntion- 
tion  ill  Buenos  Aires  and  were  then  suddenly 
lerininated  by  an  exposure,  has  arrived  in  Rio. 
He  gave  a  special  enteilninment  lo  the  press  on 
the  26tli,  and  we  are  under  obligations  for  the 
invitations  sent  to  this  office,  As  we  have  no 
burning  cuiiosily  in  regard  to  Onofrofl's  methods 
and  no  desire  to  know  what  movements  are  to  be 
discovered  in  the  mental  works  submilted  lo  his 
inspection,  we  did  not  attend. 

— In  a  note  oil  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Abbott  as 
British  consul-general  at  tliis  port,  the  SotU/t 
American  Journa/ o{  ]\\\\e  8lh  speaks  of  n  pro- 
biilile  successor  as  follows:  —  "  Mr.  \Vat;sl;dT, 
who  will,  there  is  every  expeclntion,  go  out  to  Rio 
as  consul-general,  is  a  blutT,  jolly  Icllovv,  wliose 
very  air  convinces  y<ni  that  he  has  walked  the 
quaiter-deck.  As  a  fact,  Mr,  Wagstaff  was  des- 
tined by  his  most  excellent  progenitors  for  the 
navy,  and  it  was  as  a  sailor  Ihat  he  was  present  at 
the  Itoinbaidment  of  Sebastopol.  At  that  lime  he 
seemed  to  be  wedded  unalterably  to  the  navy ,  but 
after  iheCiimean  war,  and  when  his  lot  had  tieen 
cast  ill  piping  times  of  ingluiious  peace,  he  longed 
for  some  new  sphere." 

—  On  Saturday  evening  news  was  received  in 
this  city  of  the  death  of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto 
at  Divisa,  Mina^  Geraes,  at  ^:20  p.  m.  Information 
had  been  received  earlier  in  the  day  that  lie  was 
dying.  The  cause  of  death  was  a  cancerous 
scirrhus  of  the  hver.  The  deceased  was  born  at 
Pioca,  Alagoas,  on  April  30,  1839,  and  was  edu- 
cated in  this  city  at  tlic  S.  Pedro  d'Alcantara  and 
mihtary  schools.  He  entered  the  tatter  in  1857. 
He  served  through  the  Paraguayan  war,  reaching 
the  grade  of  lieutenant-colonel  at  its  termination. 
He  was  adjutant-general  of  the  army  in  1889  when 
the  monarchy  was  overthrown  by  a  military  revolt, 
and  was  elected  vice-president  by  Congress  on 
February  25,  1891 .  On  November  2J  of  the  same 
year  he  became  President  through  the  deposhion  of 
Marshal  Deodoro  da  Fonseca  by  a  naval  revolt,  and 
continued  in  that  office  until  November  15,  1894, 
The  body  was  embalmed  and  brought  down  to 
this  city  on  Sunday,  and  the  funeral  ceremonies 
are  to  be  held  to-day. 

—Some  time  .igo  a  man  named  Luiz  Moreira 
called  on  the  vicar  of  Jacari^pagua,  whom  he 
wished,  lie  stated,  to  say  mass  lor  the  soul  of 
Moreira's  father.  In  the  conversation  which 
ensued  Moreira  displayed  such  a  pious  spirit  that 
lieconi]detc'ly  won  tlie  heart  of  the  good  vicar, 
who  invited  him  to  call  again  with  Ins  fainily  and 
spend  the  day.  On  the  23rd  ull.  Moreira  veliiriied, 
accompanied  by  two  men,  two  women  and  a  buy, 
carrying  with  ihem  food  and  wine  for  a  picnic, 
The  vicnr  war,  absent,  but  the  family  which  takes 
cliarge  of  the  ciiapel  of  Nossa  Senliora  da  Peiia 
received  the  callers,  who  decided  to  await  the 
vicar's  return.  Availing  lhems«Ives  of  an  oppor- 
tunity which  presenled  itself  during  the  d.iy,  two 
of  the  men  entered  the  chapel,  leaving  the  boy  to 
waicli  and  Moreira  and  the  women  10  <iivert  the 
attention  of  the  family.  Alter  the  callers  had 
taken  their  depaitnre  it  was  discovered  that  the 
chapel  and  the  vicar's  apartment  had  been  robbed 
of  money  and  other  valuables  to  the  amount  of 
17,000$.  Information  was  given  to  Ihe  police, 
who  have  succeeded  in  effecting  the  arrest  ol 
Moieira  and  Ins  accomplices.  The  indignant  vicar 
has  excommunicated  Moreira,  informing  him  (hat 
only  the  Pope  has  power  to  remove  the  curse.

—The  snm  of  100,000$  has  been  subscribed  lor 
constiucting  a  cotton  factory  nt  Kio  Novo  in  the 
slate  of  Minas  Geraes. 

—At  Cachoeira  GraiuU',  near  tlie  new  station  of 
Pedro  Leopoldo,  there  is  in  construction  a  cotton 
factory  belonging  to  a  company  with  n  capital  of 
550,(  Jo$. 

—The  Jorml  lio  Cominercii)  says  that  the  siib- 
scclioii  of  the  Empreza  P'uneraria  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Conde  de  Uerzberg  has  been  sold  for 
250,000$. 

— \Ve  should  liki;  to  ask  ihe  director  of  the 
postoffice  if  anylhinn  can  be  done  to  protect  the 
public  against  the  inexcusable  blunders  of  his 
subordinates.  Three  limes  now  have  certain  im- 
portant letters  directed  to  us  been  delivered  to 
another  paity,  who  is  thus  placed  in  possession  of 
our  business  correspondence.  The  lelters  were 
plainly  addressed,  and  had  our  box  number  jdninly 
written  on  them.  We  took  the  trouble  to  com- 
plain on  one  occasion,  and  the  offendiny;  clerk 
admitted  lli^  fault,  hut  we  see  tliat  he  is  still  occu.

—  The  controversy  over  the  passage  of  a  bill  by 
Congress  obliging  foreign  life  insurance  companies 
to  invest  in  the  country  the  assets  representing 
insurances  here,  has  placed  the  New  Vork  Life  in 
a  peculiar  position.  The  Equitable  claimed  that 
this  bdl  if  passed  would  drive  the  two  American 
companies  out  of  lirazil.  To  this  the  general 
manager  of  tlie  South  American  branch  of  the  New 
Vork  Life,  who  is  in  Europe,  we  believe,  replied 
by  cable:  "Report  circulated  that  the  company 
will  retire  is  entirely  false,  Company  will  remain 
even  when  the  project  of  law  is  approved."  This 
was  published  June  29th,  This  morning  the 
general  manager  of  the  Equitable  company  received 
die  following  telegram  from  New  York  :  "  With 
the  consent  of  McCall  you  can  deny  sLitement 
telegraphed  by  Sanchez  in  violation  of  instructions. 
The  New  Vork  Life  will  withdraw."  Mr.  McCall 
is  the  president  of  the  New  York  Life,  and  Mr. 
Sanchez  is  the  manager  of  the  South  American 
branch.  This  apparently  settles  the  question  as  to  , 
the  effect  of  the  proposed  legislation  on  foreign 
cdiupaiiies,
